position of possessing the ways and means of 
establishing for her. great colonial empire a 
knowledge of the diseases met with in various: 
ritish climes and countries, and of the best 
means of dealing with them, | 

The credit of awakening Britain to her re- 
sponsible position i in Jeadsng.the van as regards 
‘colonial hygiene’ belongs to malaria. ‘The 
diffusion of this disease, its terrible scourges, 
&e., may be said to have given the first impetus 
towards the study af thie incidence'and methods 
of prevention ef tropical disease, It was with 
the hopes of ramoving from mankind one of 
the worst disense scourges that British workers 
took tp the study of tropical disease, and the 
results thereof are fully confirmed by the bril- 
liant researches of Manson, Ross and others, 
whose work has not only. met with Practical 
recoynition in: “Britain, but also in. ‘other 
European countries. 

The monumental work of Hirsch on 
engtaphical and historical pathology was 
probably the first’ successful attempt to raise 
the study of this branch of, medicine to a 
science,. Since then, apart from a siccession 
of iaticles in. various tropical publications» 
practically nothing has been attempted to bring 
the study of this science on a lqvel with other 
medical sciences. 

At the same time, ‘ili useful information 
has been obtained from the writings of David- 
son, "Manson and others, . 

A recent Bouk, and one which follows ‘close: 
“ly in the steps of that of Hirsch, isthat publish - 
ed by Clemaw. Here one finds, in chapter 
after chapter, prominence given to the main 
facts. of the geographical: distribution ‘of each 
disease,. and statements are forthcoming as to 
thet factors possible in the determination of that 

‘dlsfribation. 

The subject of the incidence of diséase in 
Hongkong has,,since I anived i in the Colony, 
been one of extreme: interest to me.’ I con- 
sidered it, of importance'to note the absence as 
well as (he prevalence of disease in a cbuntry 
far removed from Europe. My reason for 
entering upon the study of such an interesting 
qhestion rests upon the fact that the incidence 
of d scase in any particular gpot of the catth’s 
surface must throw a considerable amount of 
light’ upon some important questions in 
pathology. 

Vermanency as feuncets the geographical 
distribution of disease cannot be final. Many 
diseases. have, $0 far, not reached. their limits 
of diffusion, It would appear that, with the 
inroads made hy civilisation, diseases, at one 
time confined to certain areas ofthe globe, are 
sprend broadcast over the surface of the earth: 
The diffusion of small-pyx, cholera, plague’ 
&c., has only.to be mentioned in order to 
emphasise this distribution through the 
establishment of close international commer 
cial enterprise, 

‘LATITUDINAL GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION, 

‘Apart from the incidence of exotic disease, 
4%, Cholera, disease would appear to have a 
latitudinal geographical distribution.. Certain 
diseases are found chiefly in cool climates, 
others are more or evs coefined ta the Tropics, 
Un this respect ane has unly to note the ine 
cidence of d ferent diseases in £ banghai and 
jn Hongkong. In the former setiement, which 
Is‘out of tropicul influences, the diseases 
prevalent ire, on the whole, similar to, those 
found in Kurope. 

PLAGUE IN HUNGKONG, 

Of all diseases prevalent in. Hongkong, 
exotic plague ia (hat which causes tost angiety, 
Ks outbreak in 1894 marked an cpoch in the 
history ‘of the disease. 
surrounding provinces=the endemic centres 
of the! outbreak—plague. has spread almost 
over the entire globe. Year by year Hong. 
kong has sts epidemic of plogus, It is some- 
times mild, sometimes severe, but its annual 
recurrence §s undoubted and has gradually 
become an expected’ event in’ the lives of 
Hongkong residents. A remedy for the 
effectual cradication ot the disease would not 
appeario be to hand. . Indeed, it is not too 
rash a statement to say that it is extremely 
doubtful if, with’ our present knowledge of 
bygiene, we can materially influence * the

doubt il we have yet got into touch with the
